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Article  in  the  Town  Warrant  and  Proceedings 
of  the  Town  Meeting,  March  4,  1975 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10:00  A.M.  by  the  Moderator, 
David  L.  Nixon.  Rev.  William  Mitchell  led  in  the  repeating  of  the 
Lord's  Prayer.  The  salute  of  the  flag  was  led  by  Selectman  Harold 
Strong  who  is  retiring  after  serving  18  years  in  office.  The  Moderator 
then  read  the  Articles  of  the  Warrant  to  be  voted  on  by  ballot. 

It  was  duly  moved  by  Selectman,  Roland  Sallada  and  seconded 
by  Donald  Byam  to  take  up  Articles  1,  2  and  3  until  the  closing  of 
the  polls  at  7:00  P.M.,  at  which  time  the  remaining  Articles  would 
be  acted  upon.  The  motion  carried.  The  polls  were  officially  opened 
with  Lawson  Smith  being  the  first  to  vote. 

Selectman  George  Hawkins  then  explained  that  Article  3  is  a 
flood  insurance  Article  which  must  be  adopted  by  the  Town  in  order 
for  people  who's  Property  is  located  in  the  flood  control  area  to 
apply  for  insurance  on  their  property.  He  advised  that  there  is  no 
financial  aid  involved.

Shall  the  provisions  of  Chapter  287  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated  relative  to  playing  games  of  Beano  be  adopted 
in  this  Town?

Article  3.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  building  code 
ordinance,  as  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  follows? 

"The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  all  building  permit  applica- 
tions for  new  construction  or  substantial  improvements  to  determine 
whether  proposed  building  sites  will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding. 
If  a  proposed  building  site  is  in  a  location  that  has  a  flood  hazard, 
any  proposed  new  construction  or  substantial  improvement  (including 
prefabricated  and  mobile  homes)  must  (I)  be  designed  (or  modified) 
and  anchored  to  prevent  floatation,  collapse,  or  lateral  movement  of 
the  structure,  (II)  use  construction  materials  and  utility  equipment 
that  are  resistant  to  flood  damage,  and  (III)  use  construction  methods 
and  practices  that  will  minimize  flood  damage." 

Yes  -  216  No  -  134 

At  7:00  P.M.,  Roland  Sallada  moved  that  the  polls  remain  open 
until  7:15.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Linden  Hodgkins  and  so 
voted. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  David  L.  Nixon 
at  7:15.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Joseph  Holland  followed  by  the 
salute  to  the  flag  led  by  the  three  Selectmen.  The  Moderator  then 
introduced  the  officers  of  the  day,  including  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Town  Clerk,  Supervisors  of  the  Check  List,  Ballot  Clerks  and  the 
Security  Officer. 

The  Moderator  then  chose  this  time  to  honor  Selectman 
Harold  C.  Strong,  who  is  retiring  from  office.  He  has  served  as 
Selectman  to  the  Town  of  New  Boston  since  1956,  lacking  in  con- 
tinuity by  only  a  year,  at  which  time  he  served  as  an  auditor.  He 
was  presented  a  beautiful  desk  set  which  he  accepted  in  deep  ap- 
preciation. 

The  Finance  Committee  was  now  introduced  and  seated  at  a 
table  at  the  front  of  the  hall. 

Moderator,  David  L.  Nixon,  announced  that  the  Friends  of  the 
Library  have  compiled  a  New  Boston  telephone  book  which  is  on 
sale  at  $1.00.  He  then  read  the  Rules  of  Procedure  by  which  the 
meeting  would  be  conducted,  including  the  Golden  Rule. 

Selectman  Roland  Sallada  stood  to  apologize  to  the  citizens 
who  had  not  received  Town  Reports.  The  Reports  had  been  mailed 
six  days  prior  to  Town  Meeting,  but  had  not  been  distributed  by  the 
neighboring  Post  Offices  because  of  a  shortage  of  time  for  handling 
second-class  mail. 

Article  4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same.

H.  Strong 
explained  one  reason  was  that  the  Secretary  to  the 
Selectmen  would  be  in  the  Town  Office  four  morn- 
ings a  week  for  the  convenience  of  the  public  and  to 

finance  some  court  cases  pending  on  the  Town  of 
New  Boston,  plus  additional  insurance  and  Social 
Security. 

Mr.  Tingley  proposed  to  amend  the  article  to  read 
$8,600,  removing  the  estimated  legal  fees  of  $1,400. 
A  voice  vote  was  taken.  The  Moderator  declared  the 
amendment  defeated.  Action  was  then  taken  on  the 
main  motion.  Mr.  Tingley  requested  a  standing  vote. 
The  count  was  only  25  nays,  with  the  balance  of  the 
voters  in  the  affirmative.  The  moderator  declared  the 
original  motion  adopted  without  amendment.

Harold  Strong  moved  the  article  be  written.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Linden  Hodgkins  and  adopted. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $157.00  for  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  control,  or  act 
in  relation  thereto. 

George  Hawkins  moved  the  article  as  written.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  August  Gomes  and  adopted. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $3,100  for  a  Tax  Base  Map  required  by  State  law 
by  the  year  1980,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Robert  Todd  moved,  seconded  by  Rhoda  Clark,  that  the  article 
be  adopted  as  written.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,000  for  continuing  work  on  the  Tax  Base  Map 
or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

George  Hawkins  moved,  seconded  by  August  Gomes  that  the 
article  be  adopted  as  written.  Armas  Nekton  inquired  if  anyone  had 
an  idea  of  the  total  cost  on  completion.  August  Gomes  estimated  the 
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figure  of  $14,000  for  three  years  work.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $400  to  install  a  dry  hydrant  in  the  upper  village, 
or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Kenneth  Barss  moved  the  article  as  written.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Walter  Houghton  and  adopted. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,500  to  cover  costs  of  transferring  the  body  from 
fire  truck  No.  3  to  a  4  wheel  drive  vehicle,  which  we  already  have, 
and  add  a  new  200  GPM  pump,  to  greatly  improve  the  efficiency  of 
this  piece  of  apparatus,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Roland  Sallada  moved  we  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500,  pro- 
posing an  amendment  to  the  original  article  deleting  the  word  "raise" 
and  providing  that  the  funds  be  withdrawn  from  the  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  Savings  Account.  Harold  Strong  seconded  the  amendment  and 
the  article  as  amended  was  then  voted  on  and  adopted.  Police  Chief 
Ballou  explained  that  the  chassis  in  question  is  from  a  government 
surplus  vehicle. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,720  to  support  the  services  of  the  Monadnock 
Community  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Elizabeth  Moore  moved  the  motion  which  was  seconded  by  Cora 
Trimbur.  Kathryn  Kachavos  offered  the  following  amendment  to  read 
after  the  word  "Inc."  "and  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  use  interest 
money  from  the  Poor  Relief  Fund  for  this  purpose,  namely,  to  support 
the  services  of  the  Monadnock  Community  Visiting  Nurse  Associa- 
tion, Inc." 

Reginald  Hayes  explained  that  this  Trust  Fund  was  ear-marked 
specifically  for  Poor  Relief.  Stephen  Spielman  suggested  that  the 
terms  of  the  Trust  Fund  should  be  checked  out  before  taking  the 
action  suggested. 

Richard  Moore  moved  an  amendment  to  the  proposed  amendment 
by  striking  out  the  word  "instruct  the  Selectmen"  changing  it  to 
"request  the  Selectmen".  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Stephen 
Spielman,  a  voice  vote  was  called  and  the  amendment  was  adopted. 
The  assembly  returned  to  the  main  motion. 

A  voice  vote  was  taken  on  the  main  motion  and  the  original 
motion  as  amended  by  Mr.  Spielman's  amendment,  then  carried. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  road 
known  as  Shelly  Road,  being  the  same  road  as  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Selectmen  on  the  Roger  Hartleb  sub- 
division plan  located  off  Hopkins  Road,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Harold  Strong  moved  to  change  the  name  to  "Shelley  Lane".  The 
amendment  was  seconded  by  August  Gomes  and  adopted  and  the 
main  motion  as  amended  was  then  adopted.  Richard  Whynall  and 
Almus   Chancey    explained   the   road   had   been   built   according   to 
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specifications  and  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  and  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue  for  one 
additional  year  the  temporary  zoning  ordinance  enacted  under  the 
provisions  of  RSA  36-C,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Richard  Whynall  moved  the  article  be  adopted  as  written.  Patricia 
Getman  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  acted  upon  and  adopted. 

At  this  time  intermission  was  called  and  refreshments  were  served 
for  the  financial  benefit  of  the  Kindergarten,  "Little  Peoples'  Depot, 
Inc."  The  polls  were  re-opened  during  the  serving  of  refreshments  by 
unanimous  approval  of  the  voters  assembled. 

A  collection  was  made  for  the  support  of  the  BETTER  TIMES  and 
the  Moderator  reported  the  amount  of  money  raised  was  $102.00, 
which  was  much  appreciated  by  the  committee  involved  in  the  editing. 

George  Hawkins  moved  that  Articles  16,  17  and  18  be  embraced 
as  one  Article  since  they  all  relate  to  the  identical  subject.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Richard  Whynall,  acted  on  and  adopted. 

The  polls  were  then  closed  and  Town  Meeting  was  resumed. 

Article  16.  To  see  whether  the  Town  shall  participate  in  the 
National  Flood  Insurance  Program,  by  directing  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  complete  the  applicable  eligibility  application  and  submit  all 
required  information  to  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration,  or  act 
in  relation  thereto. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  following  resolu- 
tion relating  to  application  for  flood  insurance  or  act  in  relation 
thereto: 

WHEREAS,  certain  areas  of  New  Boston  are  subject  to  periodic 
flooding  from  streams  and  rivers,  causing  serious  damages  to  proper- 
ties within  these  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  relief  is  available  in  the  form  of  Federally  subsidized 
flood  insurance  and  authorized  by  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Act 
of  1968;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  intent  of  this  Town  Meeting  to  require  the 
recognition  and  evaluation  of  flood  and/or  mudslide  hazards  in  all 
official  flood  (and/or  mudslide)  hazards;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  body  has  the  legal  authority  to  adopt  land  use 
and  control  measures  to  reduce  future  flood  losses  pursuant  to  N.H. 
RSA  Chapter  31,  36,  156,  156A, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  this  Town  Meeting 
hereby: 

1.  Assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  that  it  intends 
to  enact  and  maintain  in  force  for  those  areas  having  defined  flood 
hazards,  adequate  land  use  and  control  measures  with  effective  en- 
forcement provisions  consistent  with  the  Criteria  set  forth  in  Section 
1910  of  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  Regulations;  and 
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2.  Vests  the  Planning  Board  with  the  responsibility,  authority 
and  means  to: 

(a)  Delineate  or  assist  the  Administrator,  at  his  request,  in  de- 
lineating the  limits  of  the  areas  having  special  flood  hazard  on  avail- 
able local  maps  of  sufficient  scale  to  identify  the  location  of  building 
sites. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Administrator  may  request 
concerning  present  uses  and  occupancy  of  the  flood  plain. 

(c)  Cooperate  with  Federal,  State  and  local  agencies  and  private 
firms  which  undertake  to  study,  survey,  map,  and  identify  flood  plain 
or  mudslide  areas,  and  cooperate  with  neighboring  communities  with 
respect  to  management  of  adjoining  flood  plain  in  order  to  prevent 
aggravation  of  existing  hazards. 

(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  community's  initial 
eligibility  an  annual  report  to  the  Administrator  on  the  progress  made 
during  the  past  year  within  the  community  in  the  development  and 
implementation  of  flood  plain  management  measures. 

3.  Appoints  the  Selectmen  to  maintain  for  public  inspection  and 
to  furnish  upon  request  a  record  of  elevations  (in  relation  to  mean 
sea  level)  of  the  lowest  floor  (including  basement)  of  all  new  or  sub- 
stantially improved  structures  located  in  the  special  flood  hazard 
areas.  If  the  lowest  floor  is  below  grade  on  one  or  more  sides,  the 
elevation  of  the  floor  immediately  above  must  also  be  recorded. 

4.  Intends  to  take  such  other  official  action  with  its  powers  as 
may  be  reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  the 
program. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  following  resolu- 
tion relating  to  application  for  flood  insurance,  or  act  in  relation 
thereto: 

WHEREAS,  the  Town  of  New  Boston  has  adopted  and  is  enforcing 
the  zoning  ordinance,  as  provided  pursuant  to  RSA  36-C,  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  36-C:6  of  the  aforesaid  prohibits  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  from  erecting,  constructing,  enlarging,  altering, 
repairing,  improving,  moving  or  demolishing  any  building  or  structure 
without  first  obtaining  a  separate  building  permit  for  each  building  or 
structure  from  the  Building  Inspector,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Building  Inspector  must  examine  all  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  proposed  construction  when  application  is  made 
to  him  for  a  building  permit. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Town  Meeting  of 
New  Boston,  as  follows: 

1.  The  Town  Meeting  recommends  that  the  Planning  Board 
amend  their  regulations  pertaining  to  the  flood  hazard  area  to  assure 
that 

(I)  all  proposals  are  consistent  with  the  need  to  minimize  flood 
damage, 
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(II)  all  public  utilities  and  facilities,  such  as  sewer,  gas,  electri- 
cal, and  water  systems  are  located,  elevated,  and  constructed  to 
minimize  or  eliminate  flood  damage,  and  (III)  adequate  drainage  is 
provided  so  as  to  reduce  exposure  to  flood  hazards;  and 

2.  The  Town  Meeting  recommends  that  the  Planning  Board 
amend  their  regulations  pertaining  to  the  flood  hazard  area  to  require 
new  or  replacement  water  supply  systems  and/or  sanitary  sewage 
systems  to  be  designed  to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration  of  flood 
waters  into  the  systems  and  discharges  from  the  systems  into  flood 
waters,  and  require  on-site  waste  disposal  systems  to  be  located  so  as 
to  avoid  impairment  of  them  or  contamination  from  them  during 
flooding,  pursuant  to  N.  H.  RSA  36:21. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500  for  the  support  of  a  recreational  program,  or 
act  in  relation  thereto.     (By  Petition) 

Richard  Whynall  moved,  seconded  by  Rosemary  Gallagher,  that 
the  motion  be  adopted  as  written. 

James  Johnson  moved  the  following  amendment:  Due  to  an  error, 
an  article  related  to  this  one  did  not  get  printed  and  I  would  like  to 
offer  that  article  as  an  amendment:  I  move  that  there  be  established 
a  Recreation  Commission,  the  members  of  which  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Moderator,  and  shall  consist  of  seven  members  who  must  be 
residents  of  the  Town  of  New  Boston. 

The  Commission  shall  be  charged  with  the  development,  manage- 
ment, operation,  maintenance  and  control  of  a  recreational  program 
for  the  Town  of  New  Boston  and  the  facilities  put  at  the  Commission's 
disposal  for  such  a  program.  It  shall  have  the  power  to  expend  any 
funds  donated  or  bequeathed  for  recreation  and/or  park  purposes  by 
private  individuals  or  organizations. 

It  shall  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing  an  ade- 
quate and  wholesome  recreation  program  for  all  people  of  both  sexes 
and  all  ages.  It  shall  fulfill  other  responsibilities  as  specified  in  the 
New  Hampshire  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  31:44  through  31:50  A 
as  amended. 

All  articles,  resolutions  and  parts  thereof,  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  article  are  hereby  repealed. 

The  amendment  was  seconded  by  Mary  Anne  Martel. 

Donald  Byam  asked  where  these  activities  would  be  conducted. 
Mr.  Johnson  said  some  would  be  at  the  4-H  Grounds  and  basketball 
in  the  Town  Hall. 

The  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted. 

The  main  question,  including  the  amendment,  was  then  voted  on 
and  adopted.

Chief  Ballou  spoke  against  the  article,  advising  that  there  are 
already  State  Statutes  to  take  care  of  any  dog  problems. 

Kathryn  Kachavos  suggested  the  writer  of  the  article  explain  his 
intent. 

Andrew  Belanger  the  author,  explained  he  has  much  trouble  at 
his  Drive-in  with  nuisance  dogs  dumping  rubbish  barrels,  etc. 

Patricia  Getman  felt  the  trouble  was  only  in  certain  areas,  espe- 
cially in  the  Town  Proper  and  should  be  handled  differently  rather 
than  penalize  all  dogs. 

Following  extended  debating  on  the  subject,  Roland  Sallada 
moved  the  question  be  put,  without  further  debate.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  George  Hawkins. 

Donald  Chapman  —  point  of  order  —  was  in  doubt  whether  there 
had  been  an  amendment  proposed. 

George  St.  John  offered  the  following  amendment  to  read,  all 
dogs  within  a  half  mile  of  the  center  of  town  and  within  a  half  mile 
of  Andy's  Drive-In.  The  amended  motion  was  seconded  by  Donald 
Chapman. 

The  amendment  was  then  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted. 

Then  the  article  as  amended  was  voted  on  by  voice  vote.  The 
Chair  was  in  doubt.  Division  was  called.  The  vote  to  adopt  the  article 
with  the  amendment  was  as  follows:  favorable-  53;  opposed-  75.  The 
amendment  was  defeated.

and  the  article  was  defeated.

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Linden  Hodgkins,  acted  upon 
and  adopted.

Due  to  the  co-operation  and  consideration  of  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  New  Boston  the  Forest  Fires  were  kept  to  an  all  time  low 
of  one  this  past  year.  We  would  like  to  see  this  continue  in  the  future. 

The  dump  problems  were  greatly  decreased  this  past  year  due 
to  co-operation  of  all  concerned,  by  making  use  of  the  large  pit  that 
was  provided  for  that  purpose  at  the  upper  dump;  and  also  disposing 
of  refuse  over  the  edge  of  the  lower  dump. 

Please  remember  that  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  a  written  permit 
to  burn  whenever  the  ground  is  not  COMPLETELY  covered  with 
snow.  It  is  greatly  appreciated  if  you  plan  to  burn  when  there  is 
snow  cover,  that  you  notify  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  your  intent.

Forest  Fire  Warden 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city 
councils,  the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest 
fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each 
town  and  city  every  three  years.  The  town  or  city  warden 
is  responsible  for  maintaining  a  force  of  men  and  adequate 
equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire  that  occurs  in  his  town 
or  city  during  his  term  of  appointment.  The  fire  warden 
must  authorize  all  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires  can  be  authorized  be- 
tween 9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the 
additional  permission  of  the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  writ- 
ten permission  of  the  forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and  cook- 
ing fires  also  require  the  warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest 
Fire  Service,  assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these 
requirements  by  training  the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in 
wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression 
equipment  available  at  fifty  percent  of  cost,  supplying 
pieces  of  Federal  excess  property  for  use  as  fire  attack 
vehicles  and  sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  wild- 
fire suppression  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  pro- 
gram. Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Serv- 
ice for  local  fire  prevention  programs.  Posters  and  Junior 
Ranger  kits  are  available  for  distribution  by  local  fire  de- 
partments upon  request  to  the  Forest  Fire  Service.  Each 
forest  fire  warden  is  expected  to  carry  on  a  continuous 
wildfire  prevention  program  within  his  town  or  city.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

Year  Ending  December  31, 1975 


1975  has  been  a  year  of  growth  for  both  the  WHIPPLE  FREE 
LIBRARY  and  the  FRIENDS  OF  THE  WHIPPLE  FREE  LIBRARY. 
Additions  have  been  made  to  the  Library's  permanent  reference  col- 
lection, but,  unfortunately,  we  have  now  completely  outgrown  its 
allotted  space.  We  have  added  to  our  existing  historical  collection 
most  of  the  recent  books  which  are  being  published  to  celebrate  the 
Bi-Centennial.  These  include,  not  only  the  history  of  events,  but  also 
subjects  such  as  early  American  crafts,  cooking,  songs,  uniforms  of 
the  revolution,  etc.  Our  fiction  and  non-fiction  collection  includes 
everything  on  the  "best  seller  lists"  as  well  as  many  other  titles 
requested  by  our  patrons.  In  the  children's  collection  we  have  not 
only  award  winning  titles  but  also  those  requested  by  the  teachers 
and  students  in  the  Central  School. 

Experience  as  a  member  of  the  Hills-Town  Cooperative  has  been 
exceptionally  good.  We  have  been  able  to  obtain  larger  discounts  in 
purchasing  books  as  well  as  all  other  supplies  necessary  for  putting 
books  on  the  shelves  and  making  them  available  to  our  patrons.  As 
with  our  use  of  the  Bookmobile,  we  have  been  one  of  the  largest  bor- 
rowers in  the  Hills-Town  Cooperative. 

The  Library  and  its  utilization  continues  to  grow,  but  we  are 
bursting  at  the  seams. 

The  Library  held  its  annual  book  sale  in  August  which  was  ex- 
ceptionally successful.  The  profit  was  added  to  donations  which  have 
been  contributed  toward  the  Library  Building  Fund. 

The  FRIENDS  organization  under  the  chairmanship  of  Beulah 
Hayes,  has  done  an  outstanding  job  of  fund  raising  this  year.  Their 
fund  raising  projects,  which  included  a  plant  sale,  compilation  and 
sale  of  the  New  Boston  Telephone  Directory  and  a  mammoth  bake 
sale,  have  increased  the  funds  tremendously.  The  FRIENDS'  success 
could  not,  however,  have  been  achieved  without  the  outstanding  co- 
operation of  everyone  in  town.  Unfortunately,  because  so  many  were 
so  generous  with  donations,  space  prohibits  listing  individual  con- 
tributors. 

The  efforts  expended  by  the  FRIENDS  in  compiling  a  telephone 
directory  of  New  Boston,  soliciting  advertising  and  selling  is  in- 
describable. The  results  have  made  it  all  worth  their  hard  work. 

In  addition  to  their  fund  raising  activities,  the  FRIENDS  conduct 
a  story  hour  for  pre-schoolers  during  the  summer  months,  and  also 
help  with  clerical  and  bookcovering  work  in  the  library.  The  FRIENDS 
also   provide    volunteer    services    to    cover   the    library    during    the 
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librarian's  absence  to  attend  workshops,  book  meetings  or  in  any 
emergency.  Without  their  efforts  in  so  many  different  directions,  it 
would  be  difficult  for  the  library  to  function. 

It  is  your  library,  and  our  primary  goal  is  to  provide  service  to 
you  and  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEW  BOSTON 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


We  want  to  thank  Kenneth  Marvell,  whose  term  expired  in  March, 
1975,  for  his  cooperation  and  contributions;  Mr.  Marvell  had  served 
on  the  New  Boston  Conservation  Commission  ever  since  its  inception 
in  1970.  In  September,  1975,  Waldon  B.  Hersey  was  elected  Vice  Pres- 
ident of  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions. 

Early  in  the  year  it  was  decided  to  terminate  the  recycling  experi- 
ment at  the  Town  Dump.  Economic  factors  and  problems  with  disposal 
made  further  operation  unfeasible  at  this  time.  However,  the  experi- 
ence has  proved  to  us  that  recycling  can  be  very  effective  in  reducing 
the  quantity  of  solid  waste  which  must  otherwise  be  dealt  with  by 
land  fill  or  incinerator.  Critics  of  the  experiment  were  pleasantly 
surprised  by  the  tremendous  cooperation  of  the  townspeople.  A  large 
percentage  of  New  Boston  people  were  willing  to  spend  considerable 
time  and  effort  separating  bottles,  crushing  cans  and  saving  news- 
papers. We  are  convinced  that  most  people  would  rather  see  waste 
material  recycled  than  destroyed.  At  this  time,  from  an  economic 
point  of  view,  the  Conservation  Commission  supports  David  Wood- 
bury's proposal  to  seek  entry  into  the  Souhegan  Regional  Landfill 
District. 

Planning  work  has  continued  on  the  Meadowbrook  Marsh  Project. 
New  sample  easements  have  been  drafted,  and  final  survey  work  will 
be  completed  in  the  spring.  When  this  is  done,  the  Commission  will 
be  meeting  with  the  landowners  involved  to  discuss  the  latest  plans. 
Planning  work,  including  legal  fees  and  survey  costs,  are  being  paid 
out  of  Ford  Foundation  funds. 

A  title  search  has  been  completed  for  the  former  New  Boston 
Railroad  land.  A  favorable  legal  opinion  based  on  this  search  now 
allows  us  to  apply  for  BOR  funds  so  that  the  Town  can  purchase  the 
land  from  the  Piscataquog  Watershed  Association.  The  Commission 
has  retained  an  appraiser  acceptable  to  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recrea- 
tion to  prepare  the  required  Appraisal  Report.  This,  along  with  an 
Environmental  Outline  which  the  Commission  will  complete,  will  be 
submitted  to  the  BOR  for  review  at  the  local  and  federal  level.  The 
whole  process  will  probably  take  from  four  to  six  months. 

In  anticipation  of  Town  ownership  in  1976,  the  Commission  will 
begin  work  on  a  Management  Plan  for  the  land.  Other  possible  proj- 
ects for  1976  include  a  small  Bicentennial  Park  on  a  piece  of  the 
Railroad  land  near  the  depot. 

The  Commission  voted  at  its  January  meeting  not  to  ask  for  any 
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additional  Town  funds  in  1976.  This  was  taken  because  it  was  felt 

that  there  were   sufficient  funds  in  the  treasury  to  carry  out  the 
programs  for  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Board  met  the  2nd  and  4th  Tuesdays  of  each  month  at  the 
Elementary  School.  Richard  Whynall  was  elected  Chairman  and 
Brandy  VandenBerg  was  elected  Secretary.  Tom  Mansfield  served  as 
Selectmen  member. 

With  sincere  regret,  the  Board  accepted  the  resignation  of  Yvonne 
Gomes  and  Herbert  Elliott,  Jr.  Both  had  served  for  many  years  on  the 
Board  with  Yvonne  serving  as  Secretary.  Harold  Strong  and  Nonah 
Poole  were  appointed  to  fill  these  vacancies.  Nonah  Poole  accepted 
the  appointment  of  Planning  Board  member  to  Southern  New  Hamp- 
shire Planning  Commission  and  Pat  Getman  accepted  as  the  citizen 
representative. 

The  Board  worked  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  the  application 
for  New  Boston's  participation  in  the  National  Flood  Program.  This 
application  has  been  approved  by  HUD. 

With  the  temporary  zoning  ordinance  lapsing  this  town  meeting, 
the  Planning  Board  began  intensive  work  on  formulating  a  permanent 
zoning  ordinance  for  the  Town.  This  proposed  ordinance  was  pre- 
sented at  two  public  hearings  on  January  12th  and  February  6th. 
This  ordinance  will  be  voted  on  by  ballot  at  this  town  meeting.

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TAX  MAP  PROGRESS  REPORT 

Phase  II  of  the  tax  mapping  process  (deed  research  and  property 
line  plotting)  is  approaching  completion.  35%  of  the  questionaires 
which  were  mailed  to  all  taxpayers  requesting  voluntary  information 
have  been  returned.  This  is  an  exceptional  rate  of  return  and  the 
committee  is  grateful  to  those  who  cooperated  in  this  effort.  At  this 
time  70%  of  the  deed  descriptions  have  been  researched  and  filed 
for  use  in  plotting  the  properties.  Further,  40%  of  the  properties  in 
town  have  been  plotted  on  the  first  draft  of  the  base  map. 

During  this  year  the  remainder  of  Phase  II  will  be  completed  by 
the  committee  so  that  Moss  and  Associates,  the  mapping  contractor, 
may  commence  with  Phase  III  and  be  able  to  present  the  final  product 
during  April,  1977.

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FORESTRY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

During  1975,  the  market  value  for  timber  on  the  stump  did  not 
recover  significantly  from  the  low  which  occurred  in  the  fall  of  1974. 
Currently,  the  market  seems  to  be  recovering,  again  paralleling  the 
national  economic  situation.  The  Forestry  Committee  feels  that  this 
spring  and  summer  would  be  a  good  time  to  plan  the  final  improve- 
ment harvest  on  the  Lydia  Dodge  lot.  It  is  expected  that  a  volume  of 
200,000  to  250,000  board  feet  of  timber  would  be  harvested  at  that 
time.  Again,  the  objective  of  harvest  is  to  increase  the  quality  and 
growth  rate  of  the  trees  remaining  in  the  forest,  improve  wildlife 
habitat,  and  to  provide  income  from  the  land  nearly  equal  to  that 
which  would  be  received  from  taxes  if  the  land  were  privately  owned. 

The  Committee  is  anxious  to  complete  this  harvest  so  that  forest 
management  may  commence  on  other  town  lands.  The  Committee 
also  recommends  that  $600.00  of  the  gross  proceeds  from  this  harvest 
be  reinvested  in  forestry  improvement  work  on  the  Lydia  Dodge  lot.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEW  BOSTON 
RECREATION  COMMISSION  FOR  1975 

Groundwork  for  the  recreation  commission  began  in  February 
with  the  meetings  of  boys'  and  girls'  basketball  groups  in  the  Town 
Hall  under  the  direction  of  Jim  Johnson  and  Ken  Perkins.  These 
were  followed  by  a  family  skating  event  at  the  4-H  Center.  The  New 
Boston  Recreation  Commission  was  actually  established  by  a  vote  of 
the  Town  at  the  New  Boston  Town  Meeting,  March  4,  1975.  An 
appropriation  of  $500.00  was  voted  for  equipment  and  activities.  The 
following  seven  members  were  appointed  by  the  Moderator:  Sandy 
Gallup,  Kenneth  Hamel,  Waldon  B.  Hersey,  James  Johnson,  William  C. 
Monbouquette,  Elizabeth  W.  Moody,  and  Janet  E.  Nixon.  Officers  for 
the  year,  elected  in  March,  are  Janet  Nixon,  chairman;  Sandy  Gallup, 
vice  chairman;  Elizabeth  Moody,  Secretary;  and  Bill  Monbouquette, 
treasurer. 

The  first  few  monthly  meetings  were  devoted  to  organization  with 
by-laws  being  drafted,  interest  surveys  taken,  meetings  being  held 
with  Joe  Quinn  and  Rick  Spafford  from  Concord  to  ascertain  how  we 
might  qualify  for  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  matching  funds,  and 
much  helpful  information  from  Mr.  Tappley  and  the  Office  of  Com- 
munity Recreation. 

Possible  activity  leaders  were  contacted  to  volunteer  their  services 
for  a  summer  recreation  program  which  would  meet  the  needs  of  all 
members  of  the  community,  regardless  of  age  or  sex.  The  unselfish 
giving  of  time  and  talent  by  these  persons  made  possible  the  following 
successful  summer  program:  Arts  and  Crafts  for  8-11  year  olds,  Rita 
Manna  and  Sarah  Chapman;  Baseball  for  every  age,  Bill  Monbouquette; 
Canoeing  for  swimmers,  Gail  Parker;  Girls'  Softball,  Tammy  Kennedy; 
Drama  for  teenagers,  Mona  Brooks  and  Lynn  Browne;  Horseshoes, 
Dave  Whipple;  Men's  Softball,  Bob  Todd;  Nature  Lore,  Phil  Browne; 
Soccer,  Ken  H.  Hamel;  Women's  Softball,  Tammy  Kennedy;  and 
Woodcarving  and  Tree  Identity,  Jon  Brooks. 

An  orientation  meeting  was  conducted  by  Jim  Johnson  for  all 
project  leaders.  Schedules  and  permission  slips  were  sent  home  with 
all  school  children,  published  in  the  Better  Times  and  Goffstown 
News,  and  posted  on  two  recreation  bulletin  boards  located  on  Dodge's 
porch  and  the  first-grade  unit  at  the  playground,  where  all  recreation 
equipment  is  stored,  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  New  Boston 
School  Board. 

After  the  purchase  of  baseball  and  softball  bats,  bases,  softballs 
and  baseballs,  basketballs,  soccer  balls,  volleyball  equipment,  a  bad- 
minton set,  and  horseshoes,  it  was  decided  to  make  these  available 
for  after-school  use  on  the  playground  with  various  mothers  present 
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to  assign  the  equipment.  Two  weeks,  one  bumped  head,  one  broken 
window,  and  some  opinions  "that  there  needed  to  be  supervisors  on 
the  playground"  later,  the  Commission  voted  to  discontinue  the 
attempt. 

A  Spring  Fling  was  held  on  May  31  at  the  4-H  Center  with  Sandy 
Gallup  as  chairman.  The  day  started  with  a  pancake  breakfast,  fol- 
lowed by  many  field  events  for  all  ages,  a  fishing  derby,  softball,  hay 
rides,  music,  and  a  sing-a-long.  Hamburgers  and  hot  dogs  were  on 
sale  throughout  the  day,  a  booth  was  available  to  sign  up  for  summer 
activities,  and  a  barbeque  was  held  in  the  evening.  This  was  a  most 
successful  event;  financially  and  recreationally. 

Other  activities  sponsored  by  the  Commission  were  the  successful 
handling  of  the  Fourth  of  July  midway  by  Jim  Johnson,  a  breakfast 
held  in  conjunction  with  a  horseshow  at  the  4-H  center,  and  six 
breakfasts  served  in  the  Town  Hall  during  the  three  weekends  of  the 
deer-hunting  season.  From  these  various  fund-raising  activities  and  a 
few  generous  donations  was  realized  a  net  profit  of  $816.54,  most  of 
which  the  Commission  voted  to  use  to  complete  the  work  on  the 
improvement  of  the  tennis  court.  A  special  thank  you  to  the  Leon 
Daniels  family  for  the  many  ways  they  have  aided  this  project. 

It  was  hoped  that  we  could  hold  an  "Octoberfest",  but  organizing 
time  was  too  short  so  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  "Springfest"  to  be 
chaired  by  Heidi  Palmer.  We  were  able  to  organize  a  fall-winter 
recreation  program  which  began  in  October  and  includes  adult  crafts 
at  Nixons'  every  other  Monday  evening;  badminton  with  Brad  Hersey 
every  Monday  evening  at  the  Town  Hall;  basketball  for  girls  on 
Tuesdays  and  boys  on  Thursdays  at  the  Town  Hall  with  Jim  Johnson 
and  Ken  Perkins;  Cooking  for  9  to  12  year  olds  with  Rita  Manna 
every  other  Wednesday  after  school;  and  Soccer  for  grades  7  thru  9 
with  Fred  Roberts,  Thursdays  at  the  grade  school.  Skating  instruction 
will  be  given  by  Patty  Grosso  and  hockey  instruction  by  Bill  Mon- 
bouquette  provided  ice  arrangements  can  be  made. 

The  Commission  purchased  a  large  picnic  table  for  the  playground 
area  near  the  first  grade  units  to  be  used  for  arts  and  crafts.  It  also 
voted  to  make  funds  available  to  complete  the  work  on  the  tennis 
court  project  voted  at  School  Meeting  and  made  possible  by  BOR 
Matching  Funds  and  the  efforts  of  Leon  Daniels  and  other  helpful 
townspeople. 

In  October  Tammy  Kennedy  was  named  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by 
Ken  Hamel's  being  away  at  school.  Future  vacancies  on  the  Commis- 
sion will  be  filled  yearly  by  the  Selectmen  from  recommendations 
made  by  the  existing  membership.  Semi-annual  meetings  are  held  in 
November  and  April  with  the  public  invited  and  notices  of  two  weeks 
being  given.  Our  books  are  available  for  inspection  at  any  time. 
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We  ask  that  any  persons  willing  to  volunteer  their  services  to  keep 
the  Recreation  Commission  in  successful  operation  without  going  into 
the  expense  of  hired  personnel,  contact  any  one  of  the  members.

Principal  Roberts  reports  a  new  tutor-teacher  program  in  which 
12  tutors  from  the  community  under  teacher  guidance  work  with 
pupils  who  can  benefit  from  a  one-to-one  instructional  situation  has 
commenced  well.  Both  the  community  volunteers  and  the  coopera- 
tive teachers  attended  a  training  workshop.  The  Resource  Center 
continues  to  grow  both  as  an  instructional  tool  and  as  an  inventory 
of  materials  supporting  instruction.  Purchases  for  the  Center  this 
last  year  were  primarily  books.  As  reported  elsewhere  many  new 
audio-visual  sets  purchased  with  ESEA  II  funds  are  readily  available 
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from  the  Media  Center  at  Goffstown  AREA  High  School  for  circula- 
tion throughout  the  Union.  Mr.  Daniel  Jamrog,  a  graduate  of 
Plymouth  State  College,  joined  the  faculty  to  teach  grades  5-6  Science. 
Mr.  Jamrog's  wife,  Pamela,  a  certified  teacher,  serves  as  an  aide 
for  the  teachers  of  grades  1-4. 

COOPERATIVE  SPECIAL  SERVICES 

Young  people  with  learning  problems,  some  already  identified, 
some  not,  now  have  an  extra  opportunity  for  special  help.  Diagnosis 
and  remediation  for  ten  New  Boston  Central  School  pupils  are  made 
possible  through  personnel  and  program  services  provided  by  the 
Cooperative  Special  Services  Program,  an  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  Act,  Title  I  (ESEA  I)  project  conducted  jointly  with  the 
Supervisory  Union  No.  19's  other  school  districts.  New  Boston's 
two  teachers,  designated  as  "Title  F'  teachers,  are  Maureen  Mans- 
field and  Gayle  Simpson.  The  school's  Title  I  Educational  Assistant, 
a  classification  of  aide,  is  Linda  Hersey.  The  school's  Supervisory 
Union  No.  19's  Coordinator  of  Special  Services  is  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
O'Reilly. 

Though  services  are  focused  on  children  in  the  primary  grades, 
the  program  is  available  to  older  pupils.  Carrying  out  procedures 
determined  by  the  referring  teachers,  the  Educational  Assistant 
works  directly  with  each  pupil  in  a  special  section  of  the  school  known 
as  the  "Resource  Room."  When  you  are  in  the  school  make  it  a 
point  to  see  this  special  quarter.  Just  as  you  will  be  excited  by 
what  it  contains,  certain  of  New  Boston's  pupils  are  excited  by  what 
it  does  for  them. 

CAREER  EDUCATION 

Career  Education  was  a  major  topic  of  my  message  last  year. 
Further  implementation  of  the  practices  associated  with  Career  Edu- 
cation were  advanced  this  year  with  the  establishment  of  a  union- 
wide  Career  Education  Committee  and  the  Committee  conducting 
a  day-long  workshop  at  Goffstown  AREA  High  School  for  the 
Union's  Teachers,  Specialists,  and  administrators.  The  keynote 
speaker's  address,  "Career  Education  in  Perspective,"  and  the  re- 
peated, ten  concurrent  sessions  led  by  practitioners  experienced  in 
CE  defined  Career  Education  in  its  broadest  ramifications  and  gave 
ideas  for  implementing  CE  programs. 

To  the  teachers  and  administrators  who  found  themselves  at 
various  stages  in  understanding  Career  Education  and  in  putting 
together  sets  of  activities  supportive  of  Career  Education  instruction 
in  all  subjects,  the  workshop  offered  these  elements  as  guideposts: 
Career  Awareness,  Self  Awareness,  Educational  Awareness,  Economic 
Awareness,  Decision  Making,  Appreciation  and  Attitudes,  Beginning 
Competences   and   Employability   Skills. 

READINESS/PRE-SCHOOL  SCREENING 

Supplementing  the   READINESS   Gesell   Development   Examina- 
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tion  was  a  Pre-School  Screening  Program  with  a  basic  premise  that 
early  remediation  of  identified  weaknesses  in  children  could  prevent 
or  at  least  minimize  incidences  of  school  failure  and  with  notable 
success  throughout  the  nation,  the  program  gained  Federal  support 
with  small  grants  made  to  train  personnel  to  use  the  program  and 
to  provide  certain  screening  materials.  Supervisory  Union  No.  19 
participated  in  one  such  grant. 

LIBRARY/MEDIA  CENTER  RESOURCES 

The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act,  Title  II  (ESEA  II) 
has  provided  assistance  to  strengthen  libraries  and  media  centers 
since  1965.  This  last  school  year  it  was  specified  that  the  needs 
be  determined  union-wide  and  that  the  benefits  be  available  union- 
wide.  The  priorities  for  resources  to  be  selected  were  to  be  recom- 
mended to  the  superintendent  of  Schools  by  an  appointed  ESEA  II 
Advisory  Council. 

The  five-district,  ten-person  council,  representing  teachers,  ad- 
ministrators, librarians,  specialists  and  citizens  recommended  the 
purchase  of  materials  in  three  priority  areas:  health  (in  its  broadest 
categories),  career  education  and  art  with  75%  of  the  expenditure 
for  elementary  schools  and  25%  for  secondary  schools. 

The  resulting  $5,091  non-matching  grant  purchased  filmstrips, 
cassettes,  records,  films,  slides,  cards,  posters,  and  guides  for  the 
union's  schools  in  the  three  priority  areas.  Housed  and  card  indexed 
at  the  Goffstown  AREA  High  School  Media  Center,  the  dozens  of 
packaged  sets  are  available  for  circulation  to  the  union's  schools 
and  the  Villa  Augustina.  Janice  Parmelee,  Grade  5-6  teacher,  was 
the  New  Boston  Council  representative. 

CORE  EVALUATION  TEAM 

To  help  more  pupils  make  the  most  of  school  more  often,  New 
Boston  Central  School  has  established  a  Core  Evaluation  Team. 
The  team  receives  referrals  from  faculty  or  any  other  person  con- 
cerning some  aspect  of  the  education  of  a  pupil  which  in  some  way 
is  or  may  be  felt  to  be  inhibiting  continued  successful  education  of 
that  pupil.  The  concern  referral  may  be  scholastic,  behavioral, 
health-based,  handicap-oriented,  minor  but  fraught  with  growth  and 
potential  seriousness  or  even  new  and  serious.  New  Boston's  basic 
Core  Team  has  four  members  and  meets  when  necessary.  The  teach- 
er of  a  referred  pupil  and,  if  necessary,  other  persons  knowledgeable 
in  the  area  of  concern  supplement  the  team. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  aid  and 
cooperation  provided  me  by  the  principal,  teachers,  school  board 
members  and  citizens  of  New  Boston.

School  physicals  were  held  in  October  1974.  A  total  of  92  physi- 
cals were  done  by  Dr.  Albert  Snay. 

Two  immunization  clinics  were  held  on  October  24,  1974  and 
November  21,  1974.  Doctor  Jeanne  Arnold  of  Peterborough  was  the 
attending  physician.    A  total  of  104  immunizations  were  given. 

In  January  the  first  three  grades  saw  a  filmstrip  on  Dental  Care 
and  disclosing  tablets  were  given  out  to  each  child  in  these  grades. 

The  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  saw  films  on  Smoking  and 
Alcohol  in  January. 

A  pre-school  vision  and  hearing  screening  program  was  spon- 
sored by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare 
and  the  New  Boston  PTA  was  held  on  March  18  with  a  total  of  36 
pre-schoolers  tested.  This  program  was  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Natalie  Smith. 

In  April  separate  programs  on  puberty  for  boys  and  girls  in 
the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades  were  held  with  a  question  and 
answer  period  following  each  one. 

First  grade  registration  was  held  on  May  13th  and  14th.  A  total 
of  26  children  were  registered  for  the  fall. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Principal  Fred 
Roberts,  all  the  teachers,  parents  and  volunteers  for  all  of  their 
consideration  and  help  given  me  during  this  year.

In  our  opinion  the  books,  records  and  financial  statements  re- 
viewed represent  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  schools  of  the 
Town  of  New  Boston  as  of  June  1975  and  were  maintained  on  a 
basis   consistent  with  prior  years.

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COOPERATIVE  SPECIAL  SERVICES 

A  study  was  made  in  the  New  Boston  School  System  along  with 
the  other  school  systems  in  Union  19  to  determine  the  greatest 
need  of  our  special  students.  This  was  made  possible  through  a 
planning  grant  under  Title  I.  Coming  through  loud  and  clear  as 
the  area  of  greatest  concern  was  learning  disabilities.  Learning  dis- 
abilities can  generally  be  denned  as  an  individual  functioning  at 
a  significantly  substandard  level,  usually  two  or  more  years  below 
grade  level  for  whatever  reason,  exclusive  of  mental  retardation. 
The  retardate  may  have  intact  learning  systems,  but  is  limited  in 
the  amount  he  can  comprehend  and  put  to  practical  application. 

A  learning  disabled  child  can  be  described  as  one  with  normal 
or  above  normal  intelligence  who  for  some  reason  has  difficulty  in 
the  processing  of  information  as  he  sees  or  hears  it  and  therefore 
cannot  express  it.  It  is  not  a  case  of  being  able  to  see  or  hear,  but 
a  dysfunction  which  has  an  effect  on  his  areas  of  receptive  and 
expressive  language  which  includes  reading,  writing  and  spelling. 
It  is  important  to  remember  that  the  learning  disabled  child  is 
functioning  below  standard  for  causes  over  which  he  has  no  control. 
Our  traditional  system  of  education  is  terribly  handicapping  to  the 
child  who  physically  is  unable  to  read. 

The  second  grant  was  an  operational  grant  which  supported  a 
Special  Services  Coordinator  and  teacher  aide  in  each  one  of  the 
elementary  schools,  to  work  with  the  learning  disability  children 
who  have  been  identified.  The  grant  also  supported  equipping  a 
learning  problems  resource  center  at  the  Central  Office  and  a  local 
Resource  Center  in  each  one  of  our  schools. 

To  date,  the  Cooperative  Special  Services  Program  has  helped 
eighty  plus  pupils  in  Supervisory  Union  19  through  individual  help, 
and  has  brought  "special  needs"  oriented-in  service  experiences 
to  more  than  twenty-five  teachers,  educational  assistants  (aides)  and 
administrators.

REPORT  OF  THE 
CAFETORIUM  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

Factors  including  school  enrollment,  hot  lunch  participation, 
present  facilities  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  State  hot  lunch  requirements 
were  considered  in  approaching  the  question  of  a  school  cafetorium. 

Enrollment  at  the  Central  School  doubled  in  the  early  1960's 
from  100  students  in  the  six  grades  to  200  students.  Since  then, 
however,  enrollment  has  stabilized  around  the  200-pupil  level,  and 
190  students  are  attending  the  school  this  year,  1975-76.  An  average 
of  80  participated  in  the  hot  lunch  program  each  day.  The  Town 
Hall  has  a  lunch  seating  capability  of  120  persons,  and  the  meal  is 
served  in  two  shifts. 

The  Town  Hall  facility  is  fully  approved  by  the  Food  and  Nutri- 
tion Program  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education, 
from  the  viewpoints  both  of  lunch  operation  and  health  standards, 
so  the  kitchen  can  continue  to  be  used  indefinitely  in  its  present 
set-up.  Paula  LeBaron,  head  of  the  hot  lunch  program,  feels  that  the 
facilities  are  adequate. 

In  1966,  a  School  Addition  Study  Committee  looked  into  the 
possibility  of  building  a  wing  on  the  Central  School  containing  a 
60-ft.  by  40-ft.  cafetorium,  kitchen,  and  utility  rooms.  The  cost 
estimate  at  that  time  for  such  an  addition  was  around  $100,000. 
Building  costs  have  risen  50%  to  100%  since  then.  If  an  addition 
were  to  be  considered  now,  other  facilities  such  as  a  school  library 
and  room  for  a  basketball  court  should  be  studied. 

Taking  the  above  findings  into  account,  the  Cafetorium  Study 
Committee  hereby  recommends  that  the  New  Boston  School  Lunch 
Program  remain  as  it  is  presently  operated  at  the  Town  Hall.  We 
feel  that  the  present  program  should  be  adequate  for  the  next  few 
years. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  School  Board  review  the  lunch 
facilities  on  a  yearly  basis  to  see  if  equipment  should  be  added  or 
replaced.  Any  addition  to  equipment  and  utensils  in  the  kitchen 
would  be  reimbursed  by  the  State  up  to  75%  of  cost. 

This  Committee  has  requested  that  an  article  be  inserted  in 
the  1976  School  Warrant  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000  to  hire 
architectural  services  to  prepare  preliminary  plans  for  a  cafetorium 
addition.  This  article  is  for  the  convenience  of  the  voters,  as  this 
Committee  does  not  feel  that  such  a  step  is  necessary  or  warranted 
at  this  time.

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MEETING  OF  THE  NEW  BOSTON  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

March  14,  1975 

Moderator  David  Woodbury  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  8  p.m. 
John  Young  led  the  salute  to  the  flag.  Mr.  Woodbury  introduced  the 
School  District  Officers:  Tlielma  I.  Neville,  School  District  Clerk; 
Gail  Parker,  School  District  Treasurer;  John  Young,  School  Board 
Chairman;  Cora  Trimbur  and  Jady  Judy,  School  Board  Members; 
Robert  Normandin,  newly-elected  School  Board  Member;  Antonio 
Paradis,  Superintendent  of  Schools;  Howard  Wagner,  Assistant  Su- 
perintendent; Howard  B.  Kettler,  Business  Manager;  and  Fred  Rob- 
erts, Principal  of  New  Boston  Central  School. 

The  Moderator  then  read  the  Warrant. 

ARTICLE  1  —  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  and  agents  of  the  district. 

It  was  moved  by  Jady  Judy,  seconded  by  Cora  Trimbur,  and 
voted  to  accept  the  report  as  printed  in  the  budget. 

ARTICLE  2  —  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Motion  was  made  by  Cora  Trimbur  with  second  by  John  Young 
to  accept  the  reports  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  John  Young 
explained  that  the  Board  had  encountered  an  emergency  situation 
one  week  after  the  opening  of  school,  necessitating  the  Board's 
taking  action  and  installing  a  new  well  and  pumping  system.  He 
further  explained  that  the  situation  was  grave  enough  that  the  real 
possibility  of  closing  school  existed  had  they  not  acted  promptly. 
He  said  that  four  bids  Were  requested  for  the  work  to  be  performed, 
but  that  only  two  qualified  bidders  had  responded. 

It  was  necessary  to  drill  490  feet  before  striking  water,  and 
then  there  was  a  7  gallon  per  minute  runoff,  necessitating  construc- 
tion of  a  500  foot  trench  to  handle  overflow,  since  legal  restrictions 
prohibited  capping  a  public  system.  Total  cost  of  the  work  was 
$9,144.15.  Mr.  Young  stressed  that  they  were  not  requesting  funds; 
that  since  the  work  was  considered  by  the  Board  as  an  integral  part 
of  the  new  school  plant,  the  Board  had  voted  to  remove  $2,366.33 
from  the  savings  account  escrowed  for  the  new  addition;  the  bal- 
ance of  $6,777.82  would  be  paid  from  the  general  budget,  hopefully 
from  unexpended  tuition,  milk  fund,  and  other  areas;  that  this  was 
a  report  for  informational  purposes. 

Much  discussion  followed.  Leon  Daniels  questioned  whether 
the  Finance  Committee  had  been  consulted.  John  Young  explained 
that  they  had  not  been  contacted  because  the  situation  was  critical 
and  required  immediate  action;  that  the  School  District  was  not 
under  the  Municipal  Act  and  did  not  require  Finance  Committee 
sanction;  that  the  Board  had  to  act  expeditiously. 

Further  discussion  followed  and  it  was  agreed  that  should  there 
be  problems  with  the  town  well,  the  town  could  tap  into  this  well. 
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Cora  Trimbur  amended  her  original  motion  to  include  reports 
as  given,  with  second  by  Jady  Judy.  The  vote  was  unanimous  on 
the  amendment,  and  also  on  the  main  motion  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  3  —  To  choose  Agents  and  Committees  in  relation  to 
any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

It  was  moved  by  Jady  Judy  and  seconded  by  Cora  Trimbur  and 
unanimously  voted  to  pass  over  Article  3. 

ARTICLE  4  i —  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of 
the  District,  any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for  educational  purposes 
which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and/or  United  States. 

It  was  moved  by  Jady  Judy  and  seconded  by  John  Young. 

George  Hawkins  inquired  about  Title  I  funds.  Superintendent 
Paradis  explained  that  these  funds  will  go  through  Goffstown  since 
they  are  fiscal  agents;  that  a  total  of  approximately  $60,000  will  be 
allocated  to  the  Union;  that  New  Boston's  share  will  be  approximately 
$8,500;  that  a  salary  of  $13,000  will  be  paid  to  administer  the  pro- 
gram, designed  to  aid  the  80  students  assessed  as  having  learning 
disabilities  in  the  District;  that  funds  will  be  used  for  on-going  pro- 
grams, training,  and  prescribing  proper  curricula  for  these  children; 
that  ultimate  responsibility  for  the  program  was  the  Superintendent's; 
that  these  funds  will  be  available  for  at  least  3  years,  when  towns 
will  decide  if  they  wish  to  continue  the  program. 

After  much  discussion,  the  Article  was  voted  and  passed. 

ARTICLE  5  —  It  was  moved  by  Cora  Trimbur  and  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Hawkins  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($500)  to  extend  the  fences  and  surface  of  the  tennis  court 
and  put  doors  at  the  openings  in  the  existing  fence  around  the  court, 
which  the  Daniels  so  graciously  donated  to  New  Boston.  The  exist- 
ing court  does  not  meet  regulation  size  and  therefore  is  seldom 
used,  even  though  there  are  many  children  and  adults  in  town  who 
would  enjoy  playing  there.  These  funds  are  to  be  expended  only 
if  the  program  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Dept.  of  Outdoor 
Recreation  with  50/50  matching  funds. 

Jan  Nixon  reported  that  she  had  requested  estimates  from  various 
contractors  but  that  there  had  been  a  range  in  prices  from  $500 
to  $3,793  for  the  work  being  considered.  Much  discussion  followed 
on  alternatives  which  included  doing  only  a  portion  of  the  work  now 
and/or  obtaining  volunteer  help.  It  was  pointed  out  that  in  order 
to  apply  for  matching  funds,  a  receipted  bill  must  be  presented,  so 
it  would  be  necessary  to  request  disbursement  from  the  District  of 
$1,000,  with  $500  of  this  sum  to  be  reimbursed  to  the  District  from 
the  Dept.  of  Outdoor  Recreation. 

Leon  Daniels  explained  that  at  the  time  he  donated  the  court 
to  the  town,  a  trust  fund  had  been  established  and  it  was  his  intent 
that  the   interest  derived  from  this   fund   would   be   disbursed   for 
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"small  things".  He  graciously  offered  the  accumulated  interest,  a 
sum  of  $100,  to  help  defray  some  of  the  costs  to  be  incurred. 

James  Dane,  speaking  for  the  Finance  Committee,  reported  that 
they  had  not  recommended  passage  of  this  Article  since  the  estimates 
received  were  so  indefinite. 

Jan  Nixon  moved  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000)  and  obtain  bids  to  find  a  contractor 
who  will  do  the  job  for  that  amount. 

The  original  motion  and  second  made  by  Cora  Trimbur  and 
Mrs.  Hawkins,  respectively,  was  withdrawn. 

The  motion  by  Jan  Nixon  was  seconded  by  William  Shanahan. 

On  a  division  of  the  house  there  were  44  affirmative  and  14 
negative  votes. 

Roland  Sallada  questioned  how  we  planned  to  get  the  other 
$1,000  to  disburse,  this  $1,000  being  the  amount  for  which  we  would 
ultimately  be  reimbursed  by  the  Dept.  of  Outdoor  Recreation. 

William  Shanahan  moved  that  we  reconsider  Article  5,  with  a 
second  by  Cora  Trimbur.    It  was  voted  to  reconsider  Article  5. 

Randall  Parker  suggested  that  private  citizens  could  raise  the 
$1,000  to  take  care  of  the  matching  funds  and  they  could  be  re- 
paid. 

William  Manna  moved  that  we  obtain  six  (6)  volunteers  to  find 
fencing  and  complete  the  work,  the  volunteers  to  be  New  Bostonians. 
Marion  Chittam  seconded  the  motion.  After  some  discussion  there 
was  concern  over  no  definite  dollar  amount  being  specified. 

William  Shanahan  moved  the  previous  question  and  Cora  Trim- 
bur seconded.   It  was  voted  to  move  the  previous  question. 

By  vote,  Mr.  Manna's  motion  was  defeated. 

Robert  Todd  moved  that  we  postpone  action  on  Article  5  in- 
definitely. Howard  Towne  seconded  the  motion.  By  a  division  of  the 
house,  Mr.  Todd's  motion  was  defeated  37  to  24. 

Jan  Nixon  moved  that  the  School  District  raise  and  appropriate 
Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000),  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000)  of 
which  will  be  reimbursed  to  the  District  if  the  program  meets  the 
approval  of  the  Department  of  Outdoor  Recreation's  criteria  for 
providing  matching  funds,  to  make  necessary  improvements  on  the 
tennis  court,  graciously  donated  by  the  Daniels.  These  funds  are 
to  be  expended  for  improving  the  court  as  much  as  possible,  with  un- 
expended funds  going  toward  completion  of  the  work  at  some  future 
date. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Donald  Chapman  and  by  a  division 
of  the  house,  the  motion  was  passed  by  40  to  22. 

ARTICLE  6  —  It  was  moved  by  John  Young  and  seconded  by 
Jady  Judy  to  appoint  a  citizens'  Study  Committee  to  look  into  the 
feasibility  of  adding  a  cafetorium  to  the  Central  School.  The  com- 
mittee would  consist  of  two  citizens  at  large,  one  Selectman,  one 
School  Board  member,  and  one  member  from  the  Conservation  Com- 
mittee, a  Finance  Committee  member  and  one  Planning  Board  mem- 
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ber.  A  final  report  would  be  forthcoming  at  the  next  Annual  School 
District  Meeting. 

John  Young  explained  that  this  was  being  done  to  bring  us 
in  line  with  action  taken  at  the  Town  Meeting.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  committee  should  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

In  the  course  of  discussion,  Roland  Sallada  questioned  whether 
the  facilities  would  be  made  available  to  other  town  organizations. 
Cora  Trimbur  said  this  was  the  intent  of  those  submitting  the  request. 

After  further  discussion,  it  was  moved,  seconded,  and  voted  to 
appoint  a  citizens'  Study  Committee  as  originally  moved,  with  the 
Planning  Board  member,  the  Selectman  member  and  the  Finance 
Committee  member  to  be  on  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Com- 
mittee is  to  correlate  facts  from  the  Town  Offices  Study  Committee 
and  the  Cafetorium  Study  Committee,  and  to  present  a  written  re- 
port to  the  School  District  as  to  the  feasibility  and  costs  of  both 
undertakings. 

ARTICLE  7  —  John  Young  moved,  and  Cora  Trimbur  seconded, 
that  the  School  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $436,293.00 
for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory 
and  contractual  obligations  of  the  district. 

John  Young  explained  that  this  amount  included  the  $2,000 
previously  voted  in  Article  5,  and  an  additional  sum  to  provide  in- 
dividual Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  coverage  for  school  employees  who 
have  no  health  insurance  presently.  Mr.  Young  further  explained 
the  budget  and  noted  that  we  presently  have  an  increase  of  19.8%  in 
enrollment  at  the  Junior  High  School,  and  a  17.8%  increase  at  the 
High  School. 

Much  discussion  followed  on  alternative  means  by  which  we 
could  provide  insurance  coverage;  for  example,  including  school  em- 
ployees with  other  town  employees,  investigating  other  insurance 
companies,  having  insurance  available  on  a  contributory  basis,  etc. 

Roland  Sallada  moved  that  we  reduce  the  amount  requested  by 
$4,100,  deleting  insurance  and  the  monies  appropriated  under  Article 
5,  bringing  the  amount  requested  to  $432,193.00.  Donald  Byam 
seconded  the  motion.  Much  discussion  followed  and  on  return  to 
Mr.  Sallada's  motion,  it  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Chapman  requested  that  it  be  a  matter  of  record  that  the 
people  present  received  inadequate  answers  to  their  questions. 

On  a  return  to  the  original  motion,  it  was  voted  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $436,293.00. 

Richard  Moore  moved  that  it  be  resolved  that  the  School  Board 
will  make  available  to  the  residents  of  New  Boston  the  detailed 
breakdown  of  each  item  in  the  Budget.  This  detailed  budget  will  be 
available  at  least  15  days  before  Town  Meeting  with  sufficient  copies 
to  furnish  one  to  any  resident  who  asks  for  a  copy.  Randall  Parker 
seconded  the  motion  and  after  some  discussion  it  was  passed. 

Caroline  Todd  moved  and  Richard  Moody  seconded  that  detailed 
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information  be  published  in  the  Town  Report.  Gail  Parker  suggested 
the  Better  Times  as  a  less  expensive  vehicle  for  providing  the  infor- 
mation. On  a  voice  vote,  the  Moderator  called  the  motion  as  being 
defeated;  a  division  of  the  house  was  called  for;  the  Moderator  stood 
corrected  and  the  motion  passed. 

Howard  Towne  moved  that  the  school  district  voters  present  give 
Chairman  John  Young  a  rising  vote  of  appreciation  for  his  unselfish 
and  devoted  service  to  the  New  Boston  School  District.  There  were 
many  seconds  and  a  rising  vote  of  appreciation  was  rendered  to  Mr. 
Young. 

George  Hawkins  moved  that  we  adjourn  at  11:26.  There  was  a 
resounding  second  to  the  motion  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned.
